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Land Attack 
On Rebels in 
Oman Seen 
Preparing 


SHARJAH, Trucial Oman 
(Kyodo-UP) —A _ high-ranking 
British officer said Friday the 
way had been cleared for a 
ground assault against rebel 
forces who are providing the 
sharpest threat to British Mid- 
east prestige since the Suez 
crisis. 

British Royal Air Force jets 
slashed at the rebel fortress of 
Tanuf Friday with rockets and 
cannon fire in the third day of 
a softening up process against 
the rebels who seek to over- 
throw pro-British Sultan Said 
Bin Taimur. 

Details of a ground assault 
were planned at a three-way 
conference Thursday between 
the Sultan and Sir Bernard 
Burrows, British political rep- 
resentative in the Persian Gulf, 
and Air Vice Marshal L. F. 
Sinclair, commander of British 
forces in the Arabian Penin- 
sula. 

“It is bell clear” that ground 
forces are going to be used to 
dislodge the forces of the rebel 
leader, the Imam of Oman, the 
source said. He said all three 
leaders at Thursday’s conference 
agreed on a plan of action and 


that only minor details re- 
mained. 
British Foreign Secretary 


Selwyn Lloyd announced Thurs- 
day Britain was sending “neces- 
sary forces” into the Middle 
East to check the Oman revolt. 
Some 1,200 British troops al- 
ready are in Oman ready for ac- 
tion in the 130-degree heat 
should Burrows summon them. 

Britain has moved slow in 
the past in using troops there 
for fear of offending Saudi 
Arabia and embarrassing the 
United States in the Middle East. 
But Lloyd said the Sultan had 
asked for help and that he was 
a firm friend of Britain. 

It was considered almost cer- 
tain the first troops committed 
to action would be the Sultan’s 
approximate 2,000 Trucial scouts 
which have 10 former British 
Afmy officers leading them. 
They already have established 
advance bases well south of the 
Buraimi Oasis en route to the 
rebel center of Nizwa. 

Nizwa, the former capital of 
Muscat and Oman, is the rebel 
center of operations in a moun- 
tainous area some 75 miles in- 
land from the Persian Gulf. 
RAF Venoms hit the main rebel 
fort there Thursday in an all- 
day assault. 

Friday’s softening up raids 
were directed against Tanuf, 
seven miles northwest of Nizwa. 
It is a massive triangular bas- 
tion built of sunbaked bricks. 
As in the RAF radis of the past 
three days, warning leaflets had 
done their work and the place 
was deserted. 

There still was no indication 
that the raids had weakened 
the rebel’s resolve. The RAF 
explained in advance the raids 
were more psychological in na- 
ture than anything else, de- 
signed to show the rebels the 
power of modern jet planes. 

Friday’s attack was by two 
sets of four-plane flights, double 
the number of planes in each 
previous flight and another in- 
dication of the British military 
buildup. 

The RAF, meanwhile, began 
airlifting gasoline, ammunition 
and other supplies to Buraimi, 
the great oasis which Saudi Ara- 
bia also has claimed. The Tru- 
cial scouts have a flight base 
there.

The Foreign Office orally noti- 
fied the Soviet Embassy in To- 
kyo yesterday that Soviet diplo- 
mats in Tokyo will be subject to 
traveling restrictions similar to 
those imposed by the Soviet 
Government on Japanese Em- 
bassy personnel in Moscow. 

As a result the Soviet Embas- 
sy staff and their families will 
be prohibited to travel outside 
a radius of 25 miles from the 
heart of Tokyo without per- 
mission from the Foreign Office. 
They will be allowed to travel 
freely within the polygon form- 
ed by lines connecting Hachio- 
ji (Tokyo), Okegawa, Kuki 
(Saitama Prefecture), Mizukai- 
do (Ibaraki Prefecture), Sakura 
(Chiba Prefecture), Nanso (Chi- 
ba Prefecture), and Kamakura 
(Kanagawa Prefecture). 


However, trips to Nikko, 
Karuizawa, Hakone, Zushi and 
Hayama outside the polygon, 
will be allowed by previous 
notice to the Foreign Office. 
In making the notification to 
the Soviet Embassy, the Foreign 
Office stated that the measure 
was a tentative one to be abol- 
ished as soon as Soviet restric- 
tion on Japanese diplomats in 
Moscow is lifted. 

The Foreign Office also said 
that it hoped that free travel 
of diplomats would soon be al- 
lowed reciprocally by lifting tra- 
vel restrictions on foreign diplo- 


Fujiyama to Hold 
Talks With Dulles 


Foreign Minister Fujiyama 
told his news conference yes- 
terday that he is planning to 
discuss with Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles on current 
topics such as the Asian de- 
velopment fund when he visits 
Washington in September. 

Fujiyf#ma is scheduled to at- 
tend the 12th United Nations 
General Assembly in September 
and then go to Washington 
where he will meet Dulles and 
other high U.S. Government 
Officials. 

The Foreign. Minister said 
the items to be discussed dur- 
ing his talks with Dulles will 
be chosen from among those 
issues which are mentioned in 
the Eisenhower-Kishi com- 
munique and those pending 
problems for whose settlement 
time is now ripe. 

He said he will meet U.S. Am- 
bassador Douglas MacArthur II 
before leaving for the U.S. 
although extensive prearrange- 
ments for his Washington visit 
such as was made by Prime 
Minister Kishi will not be made. 

The Foreign Minister said he 
is intending to conclude selec- 
tion of the Japanese delegates 
to the UNGA before Japanese 
Ambassador to the United Na- 
tions Koto Matsudaira returns 
to New York early in Septem- 
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ber.

WASHINGTON (INS) —Sev- 
eral members of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee voiced 
cautious approval Friday of a 
summit conference between the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union—re- 
portedly suggested by Commu- 
nist Party Chief Nikita S. 
Khrushchev, 

In a conference with 24 Amer- 
ican tourists, Khrushchev said 
he was “full of esteem” for Pres- 
ident Eisenhower and pledged 
cooperation “in every way pos- 
sible” in a meeting between 
U.S. and Soviet leaders, 

The White House and the 
State Department had no imme- 
diate comment on the report. In 
the past, the Administration has 
opposed such a meeting unless 
there was evidence beforehand 
that some _ concrete _ results 
would come from the talks. 

Sen. Mike Mansfield (D-Mont.), 
expressed optimism that a sum- 
mit meeting would bring “posi- 
tive results,” but added “it is a 
matter that the President him- 
self would have to decide.” 

,Last week at his news con- 
ference, however, Eisenhower 
said a meeting between Soviet 
Defense Minister Zhukov and 
U.S. Defense Secretary Wilson 
“might” be useful “if that could 
be arranged.” 

Sen. Homer Capehart (R- 
Ind.) said “I think it shows a 
desire on the part of the Rus- 
sians to call off the armament 
race. I’m certain that the Con- 
gress would back the President 
whole-heartedly.” 

Reports from Moscow said 
Khrushchev in his meeting last 
Wednesday with the American 
tourist group aimed acid words 
at Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, but called Eisen- 
hower an “honest soldier who 
has honestly fulfilled his task.” 
He said he was “full of esteem” 
for the President. 

Khrushchey was_ reported 
also to have said: 

—The U.S. is the most power- 
ful nation in the world, with 
the Soviet Union running sec- 
ond, but determined to overtake 
America. 

—That the U.S. trailed Rus- 
sia in development of the H- 
bomb.

A group of four Japanese oil 
businessmen left Tokyo for 
Saudi Arabia aboard Swissair 
yesterday to sign a contract for 
development of oil in that coun- 
try.

TUNIS (AP)—The world lost 
a monarchy and gained a re- 
public Thursday as the Tunisi- 
an National Constituent As- 
sembly officially ended the 250- 
year reign of the Husseinite 
dynasty in Tunisic. . 

In rapid succession, the as- 
sembly unanimously voted to 
end the monarchy, to establish 
a republic, and unanimously 
,elected Habib Bourguiba as the 
country’s first President. 

Bourguiba, leader of the 
dominant Neo-Destour Party 
and mainspring of Tunisia’s 
drive to independence, had 
been Premier under the aging 
Sidi Al-Amin Bey, nominal ruler 
of the country, ever since 
Tunisia won outright freedom 
from France. 

Assembly President Bjellouli 
Fares sped off by motor car to 
the Beylical Palace at Carthage 
where the sovereign — scarcely 
in any doubt as to what was 
coming — awaited the news. 
Fares officially notified the Bey 
of the Assembly’s decision to 
strip him of titles and office, 
and of the proclamation of a re. 
public under Bourguiba. It was 
reported later that the Bey did 
not utter a word.

One unconfirmed report said 
that the number of missing 
persons in Isahaya, a city of 
65,000 people, might reach 3,000. 

Unconfirmed reports from Isa- 
haya said that as of 1 p.m, yes- 
terday 800 persons either had 
been killed or were missing, and 
that total damage was estimated 
at ¥8,500,000,000. 

Isahaya and Omura recorded 
28 inches of rainfall—the big- 
gest in 60 years. 

Flood waters, 5foot deep, 
were swirling through the 
streets. Many corpses were re- 
ported to be floating on the 
waters. Many inhabitants of 
the towns were calling for help 
from rooftops. 

Rescue officials feared that 
many of Isahaya’s dead had 
been carried into the Ariake Sea 
by the boiling flood waters. 
Japanese pilots flying over the 
disaster area reported seeing 
many bodies floating in the sea. 

One survivor, 2 woman, was 
rescued by a fisherman after 
clinging to a piece of wooden 
debris for nearly 20 hours. She 
had been washed ouf to the sea 
from Isahaya.

Britain, France and 
Canada were expected to sup- 
port him when the U.N. disar- 
mament subcommittee meets 
again Friday. 


Western sources here said the 
Moscow broadcast, coupled with 
the recent statements of Soviet 
delegate Valerian Zorin, indicat- 
ed the Russians planned to link 
the ‘questions of nuclear tests, 
and missiles as a major issue at 
the disarmament talks. 


Moscow Radio said the West 
was “artificially divorcing” the 
problem of missiles and atomic 
weapons, “It is clear that the 
settlement of this (missile) is- 
sue might become the first real 
step toward the complete pro- 
hibition of’ nuclear and hydro- 
gen weapons,” the radio said. 


The American position at the 
talks, according to informed 
sources, is that it is not yet too 
late to forge an agreement on 
control of intercontinental mis- 
siles because no nation has suc- 
ceeded as yet in perfecting such 
a missile. 

Another Moscow Radio broad- 
cast héard here Friday warned 
that the Western powers are 
lessening chances of agreement 
on disarmament by linking each 
phase of the talks with some 
other phase.

The Japan Red Cross has

In Kumamoto, five rescue 
teams were mobiljzed to treat

y totaled 4,000 to 5,000. 

Meantime, the Japan Red Cross 
headquarters as of last night 
had sent 3,834 pounds of milk, 
386 shirts and 800 articles of 
clothés to Nagasaki, 432 pounds 
of milk, 94 shirts and 300 articles 
of other clothing to Kumamoto. 

Telephone and telegram opera- 
tions in various parts of north- 
ern Kyushu have been paralyzed 
due to the flood, according to 
the Telegraph and Telephone 
Corporation. 

Nagasaki-bound telegrams pil- 
ing up at the Tokyo Central 
Telegraph Station totaled 2,300. 

Thirty-three persons, all em- 
ployes of the Isahaya branch of 
the Japan Monopoly Public Cor- 
poration and their family mem- 
bers, were missing yesterday 
morning in the floods, it was re- 
ported to the corporation from 
its Fukuoka branch. 

They were swept away by the 
flood with their nine dwelling 
houses when the Motono River 
broke through the embankment. 

Construction Ministry auth- 
orities said that the latest Kyu- 
shu flood fell in line with a 
four-year flood cycle theory. 

In June 1953, they recalled, 
829 persons lost their lives in 
a disastrous flood which chiefly 
affected Kumamoto Prefecture. 

Policing of the disaster areas 
is being ensured by various pre- 
fectural police authorities 
through establishment of special 
local headquarters.

Lack of Skill, Age Make 


Jobs Scarce for Widows 


By TSUGI 

As an aftermath of the war 
the number of widows has in- 
creased with the result that 
widows’ problems have become 
one of the biggest social issues. 
The majority of them have no 
special skid by which they can 
earn their living. 

Today a great number of 
widows are employed at res- 
taurants, tea rooms, inns and 
hotels. According to investiga- 
tions conducted by the Wom- 
en’s and Minor’s Bureau of the 
Labor Ministry last year there 
are 2,103 widows, divorcees and 
a few whose hubands are ill, 
emp:oyed at 554 places as maids, 
waitresses and dishwashers. 
They are the sole breadwinners 
in the family. This number 
makes up 20 per cent of women 
employes in the same field of 
work. 


The highest earning is about 
¥20,000 monthly including tips 
and the minimum ¥5,000 for 
those working at “sushiya” and 
noodle restaurants where tips 
are not given. The average 
earning per month is 7,514 
without meals and ¥6,471 in- 
cluding meals. The average pay 
at such entertainment houses 
and inns is lower than that paid 
at industrial plants where wom- 
en average ¥9,225. 

The average working hours 
are 9.03 hours. However, those 
employed at Japanese hotels 
usually work 11—12 hours. Comr 
monly they have two days off 
a month. 


Twenty per cent of the 2,103 
women are graduates of the for- 
mer six-year elementary schools; 
27.7 per cent, graduates of the 
former “kotoka” (eight-year ele- 
mentary school); 25.6 per cent, 
graduates ‘of the former five 
or four-year girls high schools; 
0.2 per cent, graduates of senior 
high schools. College graduates 
make up 1.3 per cent. 


Sixty per cent are widows, 
of whom half are war widows, 
30 per cent divorced and 0.4 per 
cent support sick husbands. 
Nearly 60 yer cent became 
widowed or divorced between 
25 and 35 years of age and 34.3 


per cent between 36 and 40. 


SHIRAISHI 

While married 22.6 per cent 
held jobs and 76 per cent had 
never worked. This shows that 
the majorityyof women who are 
now breadwinners are unskill- 
ed workers. 

The average age of the 2,103 
women is 881 Women in 
the 30—39 age bracket consti- 
tute 46.1 per cent and those be- 
tween 40 and 50 make up 


84 per cent. Of employed 
widows 11.3 per cent are over 
50. 


Compared with the average 
age of 25.4 of those employed 
by industrial firms widows in 
the labor field are much older. 


The fact that widows looking 
for employment are much old- 
er than ordinary job applicants 
constitutes one of the biggest 
obstacles in obtaining work. 
Qualifications for employment 
includes age, experience and 
education, but 65 per cent of 
employers set the age limit at 
30. At a few places the retir- 
ing age for unskilled women 
workers is 30 or 4U. 


Special qualifications often re- 
quired of women job seekers 
are their appearance, attitude 
toward others and personality. 
Also many employers prefer 
those who have no dependents, 
either small children or aged 
parents to avoid paying depend- 
ents’ allowances. This applies 
to widows, too, who usually 
have one or more small chil- 
dren. . 


Fifty-one per cent of widows 
investigated have children go- 
ing either to elementary or 
junior high schools and 2.7 per 
cent have sons and daughters 
between 15 and 20. 


Many widows work as maids 
at Japanese hotels, inns and 
entertainment houses leaving 
their children in the care of 
relatives. Through harcship 
the widowed mothers have 
come to realize the importance 
of higher education and train- 
ing in special skills for women. 
There are a great number of 
widows who are sending their 
daughters to higher education- 
al institutions hoping tuat their 
daughters will:be better prepar- 
ed for an unforeseen future.

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‘Topping Lays 
Claim to Area 
Of Brooklyn 


NEW YORK (Kyodo-UP) — 
President Dan Topping of the 
New York Yankees issued a 
statement Thursday asserting 
his team’s territorial rights over 
all of New York City, including 
Brooklyn. 

Topping’s statement followed 
a story in the New York World- 
Telegram and Sun which said a 
difference of opinion existed 
between him and President Will 
Harridge of the American Lea- 
gue about the disposition of the 
Brooklyn territory should the 
Dodgers move to California. 

“We consider that our Amer- 
ican League franchise is for the 
city of New York, including all 
five boroughs,” Topping empha- 
sized. “We do not want to dis- 
cuss the National League situa- 
tion and put the cart before the 
horse. If the National League 
clubs should move, then there 
would be plenty of time to talk 
about it.” 


Baseball writer Joe King of 
the Scripps-Howard Newspaper 
quoted Topping as_ saying: 
“Nobody can come into Brook- 
lyn for the American League.” 


Harridge is quoted: “I as- 
sume that if Brooklyn were de 
clared an open city, either 
league would have a perfect 
right to enter.” 


The question of whether 
Brooklyn would be “open” ter- 
ritory once the Dodgers move 
out would become important 
should another club owner in 
either league want to transfer 
there. 


The difference of opinion on 
the status of vacated Dodger 
territory stems from the fact 
that the National League has 
traditionally considered Brook- 
lyn as a separate geographical 
entity from New York, from a 
baseball standpoint. 


According to the World-Tele- 
gram and Sun story, Commis- 
sioner Ford Frick “has revealed 
his intention of preserving the 
autonomous character of Brook- 
lyn in baseball with status as 
a separate city if the Dodgers 
leave. That would take it out 
of Yankee domain.” 


Topping -bases his claims on 
the original American League 
charter of 1903 which refers to 
the “city of Greater New York.” 
From a_ political standpoint, 
Brooklyn is one of the five 
boroughs that comprise New 
York City. '

The Japanese delegates in- 
cluded Minister in Washington 
Gengo Suzuki and other minis- 
tries concerned. 


Results of the talks are sched- 
uled to be reported to IMF's 
Board of Governors and to be 
written into a report on the 
financial situation of various 
member nations that will be 
submitted to IMF’s_ general 
meeting in September. 


Peiping Trade Pact 
Seen by September 


NAGOYA (Kyodo) — Shige- 
yoshi Takami, managing direc- 
tor of the Japan-China Exporter- 
Importer Association, told news- 
men yesterday that the fourth 
Sino-Japanese trade agreement 
would be concluded by the end 
of September.

These are the main points 
brought out in an _ interview 
with Y. Tanabe, director of the 
technical department of NHK, 
and Shigeo Shima, vice chief 
of that department. These two 
men direct the largest single 
concentration of radio-TV re- 
search and development talent 
in Japan. 

Postwar Progress 


There is no commercial FM 
broadcasting in Japan. NHK 
and other bsoadcasters§ are 
conducting experimental trans- 
missions in the hopes of start- 
ing broadcasts this autumn. 
But until recently, the nation’s 
broadcasters had all they could 
do to bring up the quality of 
their AM systems. 

The end of World War’ Il 
found Japan’s broadcasting in a 
shambles, due to war-damage 
and lack of maintenance. So 
poor was the NHK network it- 
self that when the most im- 
portant broadcast in its history 
was made—the Emperor’s mes- 
sage calling an end to the 
war—the broadcast did not 
even reach the western part 
of the country. 

The first five postwar years 
were devoted to bringing the 
NHK system up to prewar stan- 
dards; the last five years have 
seen all the progress beyond 
that stage, along with a general 
increase in the living standard 
and level of industrial activity 
in Japan. The NHK system has, 
in fact, been entirely re-equip- 
ped in these past five years. 


Manufacturing Boom 


As recently as six or seven 
years ago, about 90 per cent of 
the radio receivers in Japan 
were of the old regenerative 
type. The boom in radio manu- 
facture has meant that now a 
large fraction of the sets are 
superheterodyne circuits with 
dynamic speakers.

CANBERRA (AP)—A strong 
hint that Australia might have 
to limit Japanese pearling off 
the Northern Territory next 
year was given Thursday by 
Primary Industries Minister 
William McMahon, :

Aichi Corp. Loan 
To BeSigned Aug. 9 


Contracts for a 7 million dol- 
lar World Bank loan to the Aichi 
Irrigation Public Corporation 
are scheduled to be signed in 
Washington Aug. 9, according 
to the Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry. 

Conclusion of the protracted 
negotiations on the loan at 1 
a.m. yesterday (JST) was offi- 
cially reported to the Foreign 
Office by the Japanese Embassy 
in Washington, 

The Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry revealed that the 7 million 
dollar loan was broken down to 
$4,400,000 for import of machi- 
nery, $1,500,000 for payment of 
technical advice charges to the 
Erik Floor & Associates, Inc., of 
Chicago, $40,000 for irrigation 
technical assistance and $1,060,- 
000 to be paid as interest. 

The interest rate is to be fix- 
ed in accordance with city 
bank rates in New York on the 
day previous to signing. It is 
expected to be set somewhere 
between 5.62 and 5.75 per cent 
per annum. 

As for the period of repay- 
ment, Japan first hoped for a 
20-year installment refundment 
following three years of defer- 
ment. But indications are that 
the period will be finally set at 
20 years without a deferment 
period. | 

The Cabinet is scheduled to 
discuss contents of the loan con- 
tract and the guarantee con- 
tract at the end of this month 
or early next month. 

Katsuhiko Hamaguchi, presi- 
dent of the Aichi Corporation, 
is to leave Japan Aug. 4 for 
Washington to sign the con- 
tracts. 

With the signing of the con- 
tracts, the corporation will com- 
plete preparations for starting 
its gigantic Kiso River develop- 
ment and irrigation projects, so 
far as their financial aspect is 
concerned. 

Nevertheless, the corporation 
has domestic issues yet to be 
settled, including compensation 
to owners of land to be used 
for the projects. 

Already 58 cases of objection 
have been raised against the 
projects. Negotiations on com- 
pensation to these objectors are 
expected to take up the entire 
legally-fixed period ending Sept. 
9 


Therefore, the start of the 
development and irrigation pro- 
jects is likely to be around Sept. 
10 if all goes well.

Says Textiles 


Reached U.S. 
From Holland 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Japa- 
nese officials said Thursday an 
investigation is being made of 
a shipment of Japanese textiles 
which entered the United 
States from the Netherlands. 

An embassy official said there 
was some concern earlier this 
year that efforts to get around 
the voluntary quota would be 
made by consigning Japanese 
textiles to Hongkong and then 
transshipping them to _ the 
United States. 


“We were very much surpris- 
ed to learn that some Japanese 
textiles sent to Europe are now 
entering the United States,” the 
official said. Preliminary in- 
formation showed the _ goods 
were destined for the Nether- 
lands. 


It was pointed out that it is 
customary for European im- 
yporters to buy Japanese cotton 
gray goods which are then 
finished in European mills and 
re-exported. These are not con- 
sidered to be of Japanese origin 
when they reach the American 
market. 


The official reiterated that Ja- 
pan intended to abide strictly 
by the voluntary restrictions it 
had set on textile imports into 
this country. The restrictions 
went into effect last January 
for a five-year period, subject to 
annual review. 


U.S. Union Protests 


Japanese Supplier 

NEW YORK (AP)—The Tex- 
tile Workers Union of America 
Thursday protested the certifica- 
tion of a Japanese firm as a sup- 
plier of wool for U.S. Army uni- 
forms. 


John Chupka, general secre- 
tary-treasurer of the _ union, 
wrote President Eisenhower 
that “our organization has re- 
peatedly petitioned your admin- 
istration for relief from con- 
stantly rising foreign competi- 
tion in woolens and worsteds.” 

He said he had also lodged 
protests with Defense Secretary 
Wilson and Army Secretary 
Brucker. 

The union official said an 
army uniform ‘quality bulletin 
had listed the Nippon Keori Co. 
in Tokyo and Yokohama as a 
certified supplier of wool fabrics 
for American concerns manu- 
facturing army uniforms. 

In his letter to President 
Eisenhower, Chupka wrote that 
“we have pointed out in great 
detail the effects of unrestrain- 
ed imports upon this already 
beleaguered industry. They are 
reflected by an unending 
stream of mill liquidations 
which are shrinking the in- 
dustry’s production capacity.” 

He asked the administration 
to take immediate steps to re- 
scind the order certifying the 
Japanese firm.

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\ Whither Communism? 

._ The latest letter addressed by Marshal Bulganin to 
British Prime Minister Macmillan seems to have been 
devised so that Soviet Russia may once again appear to 
the unwary in the light of would-be peacemaker without 
abandoning any part of the doctrines peculiar to Moscow. 

Apart from the blame rather curiously placed on Brit- 
ain for the slow progress of the disarmament talks, the 
letter is not unfriendly in tone although there are matters 
in it which raise once more the vital question of Soviet 
sincerity in seeking a greater degree of cooperation with 


the nonCommunist nations. 


If Moscow still harbors the idea of turning Britain or 
any other free country into a totalitarian state like Soviet 
Russia it is obvious that offers of “personal contacts” to 
improve relations, proposals for conferences to figure out 


ways of. expanding cultural, 


scientific and technical ex- 


changes, and plans to boost trade to an unprecedented 
figure, have little or no meaning. Rather must they be 
regarcied as the bait in a trap the refusal to enter which 
can be turned to propaganda account by the Soviet leaders. 
All this kind of talk seems to come easy to Moscow but 
the world cannot but be aware that as soon as some con- 
crete action is required from the Soviet Government to 
put a different face on international affairs it is never 


forthcoming. 


While emphasizing this aspect of Soviet politics, we 
think it must be recognized that a certain change of 
atmosphere—although not a change of intention—has come 
over the conduct of foreign relations in the Kremiin. The 
events in Hungary, Poland and elsewhere, coupled with 
the very obvious failure of Communist economic theories, 
have, we believe, caused a greater shock to the Soviet 


camerilla than many people realize. 


Indeed, we imagine 


that in the inner councils of international communism it is 
now admitted that “things are not what they used to be.” 
Although the days of the Communist world offensive 
have by no means gone by, it has become necessary ap- 
parently to cloak actions devoted to the spread of the Red 
doctrines under the guise of a concern for the general 


welfare of nations. To some 


degree, too, communism has 


fallen under the necessity of constantly defending itself 
and, although it has not yet lost its initiative, its protagon- 
ists can already feel the pressure of a rejective world 
opinion which, they have reason to fear, may eventually 
defeat their objectives and strangle the Red setup as a 


whole. 


It is in these circumstances that Mr. Milovan Djilas, 
the outspoken former Yugoslav vice president who is being 
held in prison by Marshal Tito, has smuggled out a book 
which may help to shake the Communist bloc still more. 


In this book, shortly to be given to the world, it is 
reported, ats author sets out to show that the unity of the 
world Communist movement is incurably injured and that 
there are no visible possibilities whatsoever that it can 
be restored. Not only does communism lead to dictator- 
ship but the Communist economy is “perhaps the most 
wasteful in the history of human society.” 

Above all, it is contended, “Communist regimes are 
a form of civil war between the Government and the peo- 
ple” and the leadership in Communist countries is an ex- 
ploiting class. And from this experience of those who have 
suffered from the Red tyranny, because of its total- 
itarianism and monopolism, the new class finds itself un- 
avoidably at war with everything which it does not ad- 
minister or handle and “must deliberately aspire to destroy 


or conquer it.” 


If this last conclusion be correct it would seem that 
ideas of coexistence of democracy with Communist regimes 
have little basis on which to rest and the only solution 
is the disappearance sooner or later of the Red ideology. 


Mr. Djilas propounds the interesting theory, mainly 
economic in character, that the new class of the Communist 


bureaucrats has been called 


into being by the need of 


backward countries to industrialize. He thinks that having 
fulfilled that function the new class can do’ nothing more 
than “strengthen its brute force and pillage the people.” 
“It ceases to create; its spiritual heritage is overtaken by 


darkness.” 


Probably some decades must elapse before Mr. Djjilas’ 
theory can be proved true or otherwise, but for the time 
being we think that it is being gradually realized that the 
political, social and economic failures of communism are so 
great that the system will find it increasingly hard to 
endure, Whether it can be metamorphosed into something 
resembling liberal democracy or whether it will die so 
hard as to convulse the world with its death struggles is 
something that remains hidden from our view. 


The Textbook Issue 


Existing ‘System of Selection Poses Problems, Calling for Revisions 


One of the smoldering na- 
tional issues, which is likely to 
flare up, as precedents show, 
before its final settlement, is 
that of the schoobk textbook. 

As in the case of nearly every 
other postwar hational prob- 
lem, the textbook issue has its 
source in the Occupation-in- 
spired postwar reform of educa- 
tion. 

What sort of textbooks the 
Japanese schoolchildren should 
read is anything but a trivial 
question for what the young 
citizens study in school may be 
said to form their pattern of 
thinking and behavior. 

Before the postwar change, 
there was only one set of text- 
books for all public schools up 
to high school. It was com- 
piled by the Ministry of Educa- 
tion. 

One of the readily understand- 
able advantages of this central- 
ized system was, that when a 
pupil changed schools from 
Hokkaido to Kyushu, he could 
use the same textbooks. Often 
children of the same family 
could use the same textbooks 
year after year. 

The sweeping change in the 
early postwar years, however, 
replaced it with a system which 
is primarily American, and, 
theoretically, more democratic. 

Now anyone could edit and 
publish a _ school _ textbook, 
though, of course, it must be ap- 
proved by the Government, 

Problems Created 

When put into practice, how- 
ever, this free competitive sys- 
tem has created many problems, 
which probably were not 
anticipated by the reformists. 

That a school child who trans- 
fers may have to buy an entirely 
new set of textbooks is but one 
of the minor problems. Others 
are far more complicated and 
potentially serious, 

But how does the system 
work as it is now? 

Each year, before November, 
a publisher, planning to put out 
a textbook, must file with the 
Education Ministry what sort of 
book it is—for what school 
year, in what subject, and who 
the author is, etc. 

When its manuscript is ready, 
it is submitted to the ministry 
for certification, which is done 
by a team of five inspectors. 
Two of them are officials in the 
ministry, and the three others 
are teachers in, e.g. a lower 
secondary school if the manu- 
script is meant for that level. 

To ensure freedom from pres- 
sure or interference, the identi- 
ty of these inspectors, both full 
time and part time, is closely 
guarded by the ministry. Like- 
wise, the review manuscript car- 
ries nothing which might denote 
to the publisher or the author 
Ss, 

Each examiner makes his 
evaluation of the book-to-be.

Asahi Shimbun expressed 
satisfaction that the long-pend- 
ing issue of who will be the im- 
porter of a nuclear power reac- 
tor has been settled after talks 
between Shoriki, chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
and Utsumi, president of the 
Japan Electric Power Resources 
Development Company. The 
paper endorsed the compromise 
plan calling for the establish- 
ment of an entirely new com- 
pany with which the nine elec- 
tric companies, JEPRDC and 
companies affiliated with the 
Japan Atomic Industrial Forum 
can fully cooperate. The paper 
added, however, that this does 
not necessarily mean a final set- 
tlement of the reactor import 
issue as there still remains such 
problems as reactor operation 
technique and the cost of re- 
actor. construction. 


Mainichi Shimbun said the 
flash flood tragedy in the city of 
Isahaya in Kyushu was a great 
shock to the entire Japanese 
people. The paper expressed 
profound sympathy with all 
those who had lost their lives 
or property. The paper stress- 
ed the n for the Government 
to extend a helping hand to the 
victims’ of the disastrous floods. 


Yominri Shimbun, expressed 
deep sympathy for the suffer- 
ers from the latest flood dis- 
aster in northwestern Kyushu. 
The paper stressed the need for 
the Government to enforce re- 
lief measures for the stricken 
areas as soon as possible. Quick 
action, it said is the best policy 
in dealing with disasters. Any 
relief measures, the paper said, 
may prove ineffective, if 
bureaucratic red tape is permit- 


ted to slow down the pace in 
aiding the victims. It also 
asked neighboring prefectures 
which escaped the flash floods 
to give a helping hand to the 
stricken prefectures. The paper 
also warned the population to 
guard against epidemics which 
often follow floods. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
said the urgent need of present- 
day Japan is to improve the na- 
tion’s international account. For 
this purpose, the paper said, the 


‘Government should see that do- 


mestic investments are retrench- 
ed, imports reduced and exports 
increased. Although imports 
seemed to have ceased to in- 
crease in June, the paper said, 
prices of general commodities 
might rise again unless the Gov- 
ernment continues to restrict in- 
vestments. The cutback in in- 
vestments, the paper said, is in 
effect the shortest cut to im- 
prove the nation’s international 
account, It would also, the pa- 
per said, help remedy the un- 
balance in the supply and de- 
mand position of imported raw 
materials. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) urg- 
ed the Government to think of 
some surefire method to increase 
the nation’s deposits and sav- 
ings as soon as possible. The 
people for their part, the paper 
said, must also recognize the 
urgent need for saving money 
under the current economic 
situation. The biggest question 
Japan now faces, it said, is the 
deterioration of the nation’s in- 
ternational account, which can 
be attributed to increased spend- 
ing by the public. Broadly 
speaking, the paper noted, the 
nation’s deposits and savings 
are not showing as much of an 
increase as expected. For exam-

ple, it said, deposits and savings 
in Miyagi Prefecture increased 
by 458 million yen in June in 
striking contrast to the _ in- 
crease of 2,100 million yen in 
the corresponding month of the 
previous year. 


Chugoku Shimbun = (Hiro- 
shima) welcomed the decision 
of the Hiroshima Prefectural 
Fair Election Practices Com- 
mission to launch a campaign 
for enlightening the voting pub- 
lic on what a just and fair elec- 
tion is on the 10th anniversary 
of the enforcement of the Auto- 
nomy Law. However, the paper 
doubted the advisability of de- 
signating some villages, towns 
and cities, where the political 
enlightenment movements are 
most active, as model districts. 
Such designation, it said, should 
rather be made on such ad- 
ministrative bodies as are not 
much interested in politics. It 
also doubted whether the Gov: 
ernment could educate the gen- 
eral public on politics. 


Nihon Keizai Shimbun doubt- 
ed the propriety of the criti- 
cism by the General Council of 
Japan Trade Unions (Sohyo) 
of the Japan Trade Union Con- 
gress (Zenro) for supporting 
higher productivity. The paper 
said it could not understand 
why Sohyo describes higher 
productivity as labor’s surren- 
der to management. The means, 
it said, that Sohyo is endors- 
ing highe> wages but lower pro- 
ductivity. Indeed, the paper 
said, higher productivity might 
strengthen capitalism under a 
capitalistic economy. But, it 
pointed out, that higher wage 
could come only out of higher 
productivity, and even social- 
ism, which Sohyo upholds, re- 
cognizes this.

The data are then reviewed by 
members of the Textbook Ad- 
visory Council, which consists 
of several subcommittees cover- 
ing such subjects as mathema- 
tics, science, English, Japanese, 
social studies, etc. These are 
scholars, educators, journalists 
and other men of knowledge and 
Jearning. The council is head- 
ed by Dr. Teiyu Amano, ex- 
Minister of Education. 

If a manuscript is approved 
by the council, then it must be 
approved further in its later 
stages—as proof and in finished 
form. 


Findings to Ministry 

The advisory council reports 
on its findings to the Minister 
of Education, who subsequently 
certifies the books. 

After the institution of this 
certification system, from 500 to 
1,000 textbooks were reviewed 
for approval each year, 

The rate of successful applica- 
tion has -raried. For the first 
year, 1949, only 31 per cent 
passed. The figure went up in 
the subsequent years—to 81 per 
cent for 1952, for instance, 

When the entire process of 
certification is over, the minis- 
try prepares the list of certified 
books for distribution among 
the prefectural boards of educa- 
tion, which in turn pass on the 
same catalogue to the schools 
within their respective jurisdic- 
tions. ~ 


Then actual sample copies are P 


displayed at textbook centers, 
usually located in public school 
buildings, of which there are 
623 throughout the country. 
For each new school year, text- 
book preview for selection is 
conducted during early July 
over a 10-day period. 

According to law, the deci- 
sion on what textbooks to use 
in public schools is to be made 
by the competent board of edu- 
cation; in the case of state- 
owned and private schools, by 
their principals. 


Procedure for Orders 

The prefectural boards of edu- 
cation add up the total num 
bers of copies of textbooks need- 
ed and give the figures to the 
ministry. The Government agen- 
cy then tabulates figures for the 
whole nation and places orders 
with the publishers. The pub- 
lishers are- under legal obliga- 
tion to see to it that the books 
are distributed through channels 
to the pupils before the begin- 
ning of the school year in April. 

For the year 1956, for in- 
stance, a grand total of 233,724,- 
601 copies were distributed in 
all Japan at the average retail 
price of ¥67 a Copy. 

It is in this system of selec- 
tion that room for corruption 
and unfair practices is found. 
Since textbook publishing in 
Japan is a multibillion yen in- 
dustry, the interests concerned 
stint no effort and money, 
mostly the latter, in having 
their products accepted. 

Although final selections are 
to be made by the boards of 
education, the actual work of 
studying the samples must be 
done by schoolteachers, super- 
intendents of schools, and 
others since board members 
don’t always come from 
the teaching profession. 


Danger of Bossism 

Under such _ circumstances, 
there is possibility of omnipre- 
sent bossism. If a publisher 
could exert influence on a key 
individual, it has a_ greater 
chance of having its books 
adopted than when it doesn’t. 

During recent years, the 
publishers intensified their sales 
campaign, preying on these edu- 
cators, by giving them gifts or 
treating them to various pleas- 
ures. Education Ministry offi- 
cials do not deny that such tac- 
tics bear fruit. 

The larger publishers . exert 
efforts through their “local

agents,” or résident salesmen 
who are usually former school 
principals. These men who car- 
ry considerable influence in 
their provincial life often serve 
well the interests of the book 
firms. The ministry recently 
told the publishers to drop the 
system of local agents, but the 
latter f2rcely objected. 

The unscrupulous publishers 
are not the only adversaries 
the Government has to cope 
with. The Japan Teachers 
Union, ever critical of whatever 
the Government or the con- 
servative party may attempt, 
challenged authority in June 
when it told ‘its member- 
teachers to make selections by 
themselves. 

It was to straighten out this 
sort of situation—to clarify 
where the responsibility of selec- 
tion rests—and to improve the 
quality of textbooks that a text- 
book bill was presented to the 
Diet last year. But it died still- 
born. 

Need for Revision 

The legislative attempt, hdw- 
ever, is an indication of the de- 
sire on the part of the Goyern- 
ment and the party in power to 
alter the circumstances. Conser- 
vative politicians have decried 
the leftist prejudice discernible 
in. postwar textbooks, particul- 
arly those of social studies. The 
concern manifested itself in the 
amphlets entitled “The Deplor- 
able Textbooks” the Liberal- 
Democratic Party put out in 
1955 and 1956. 

The simplest solution would 
be to reinstitute the system of 
state-edited, uniform textbooks. 
But it would be possible only 
after severe partisan and, to 
some extent, popular opposi- 


tion. 
Together with the “moral 
education” issue, the textbook 


question will be a major test 
for the educational policy of the 
new Administration.

“More than once,” Morse re- 
plied, “and whenever I could 
not see my way Clearly, I knelt 
down and prayed to God for 
light and understanding.” 


Then Morse added: “When fiat- 
tering honors came to me from 
America, and Europe on ac- 
count of the invention which 
bears my name, I never felt I 
deserved them. I had made a 
valuable application of electri- 
city, not because I was superior 
to other men, but solely because 
God, who meant it for mankind, 
must reveal it to someone, and 
was pleased to reveal it to me.” 


It is significant that in May 
1844 the first message to be sent 
over the telegraph was dispatch- 
ed by Morse himself between 
Washington and Baltimore. The 
words were, “What hath God 
wrought,”

The Revolt in Oman 


LONDON (BBC, Via Radio- 
press)—In the last few days a 
tribal revolt has broken out in 
the southeast part of Arabia, in 
the territory which is ruled by 
the Sultan of Muscat and Oman, 
This small, rugged semidesert 
state only has a population of 
between half and three-quarters 
of a million people. The Sul- 
tan’s capital is at Muscat on the 
coast, a port with a considerable 
history behind, it and a large 
Indian and Pakistani population. 
From Muscat small ships cross 
the Indian Ocean with dates, 
dried fish and pomegranates to 
the coast of Pakistan where the 
Sultan of Muscat has a small 
island outpost. 

There have always been trad- 
ing links of one kind or another 
between Muscat and Southern 
Asia. And as the Muscat trade 
with India grew heavier, it 
came up against growing 
threats from pirates. The first 
treaty was signed between the 
British company in India and 
the Sultan of Muscat in 1798 in 
order to protect the _ trade 
against the threat of violence, 
Muscat has always. remained in- 
dependent in its international 
status and the treaties of com- 
merce which have linked Mus- 
cat and Britain at various times 
in the last 100 years have been 
treaties of alliance based on a 
common interest, 


Treaty in 1951 


The present treaty relation- 
ship dates from 1951 when the 
earlier treaty of 1929 was adapt- 
ed to the new conditions which 
had resulted from the transfer 
of power by Britain to India 
and Pakistan. There is a Brit- 
ish resident in this corner of 
Arabia and there are a number 
of British political and military 
advisers including the foreign 
minister of ‘“-e Sultan of Mus- 
cat’s Government. There are 
also a number of local armed 
soldiers with some British offi- 
cers in command. 

It is the fact that there is 
this treaty of friendship be- 
tween Muscat and Britain which 
has prompted the British Gov- 
ernment to discuss and to agree 
to the request by the Sultan for 
assistance against the revolt in 
Oman. British assistance was 
~iven to the Sultan two years 
ago when on an earlier occasion 


a revolt took place against his 


authoritiy in Oman. This ter-

It has been 
under the Government at Mus- 
cat on and off during the pres- 
ent century and just over 40 
years ago the Sultan was forc- 
ed to grant the local tribes 
there the right to elect a sepa- 
rate Imam, a religious leader, 
and something of a political 
spokesman. 


Two Developments 

The Imam was to be under 
the Sultanate of the Sultan of 
Muscat but it was generally ex- 
pected that the local tribes of 
Oman would be able to retain 
quite a lot of autonomy. This 
arrangement worked reasonably 
well for some years, but two 
new developments have taken 
place in Southeastern Arabia 
since the first Imam was chosen. 
The first development was the 
unification of a large part of 
Arabia under the Saudi dynasty 
at Riyadh, the capital which is 
now much closer to Oman than 
the earlier centers of Arab pow- 
er were. The Government of 
Saudi Arabia has been interest- 
ed in extending its influence in 
the southern part of this great 
peninsula, and it has been pro- 
mpted to do so in recent years 
by a second new development 
which has taken place in this 
part of the world recently, the 
discovery of large oil reserves. 

So far there has been no sub- 
stantial oil discoveries in the 
territory of the Sultan of Mus- 
cat, in marked contrast to the 
really rich fields which have 
been exploited in Saudi Arabia 
itself, in Kuwait and on the 
Trucial coast to the north of 
Muscat. But there has been 
growing interest in the possibi- 
lity of striking oil in Oman and 
quite a lot of prospecting has 
been going on at a place on the 
northern side of Oman by a 
British team from the _ Iraq 
Petroleum Company. 

In Own Interests 

Some observers think that 
these oil surveys may have 
prompted the Saudi Arabian 
Government to give support to 
the Imam of Oman when he re- 
volted against the Sultan of 
Muscat in 1955. The Saudi Gov- 
ernment depends for its main 
source of revenue on the Ameri- 
can Oil Company, Aramco, and 
according to reliable reports the 
Saudi royalties fromi Aramco 
are often used up in advance. 
King Saud’s advisers may well 
have felt that it was in their in- 
terest to try and extend his po- 
litical influence in an area where 
new sources of oil might become 
available in the future. Last 
time the Saudis gave their back- 
ing to the new local Imam two 
years ago the revolt collapsed 
rather quickly because the Sul- 
tan of Muscat acted promptly 
in leading an expedition him- 
self into Oman. The local tribes 
did not stand by the Imam and 
he retired from his office and 
left Nizwa, his headquarters 
stronghold. His brothers then 
tried to persuade some of the 
local tribes to renew their re- 
volt against Muscat now, and 
Cairo Radio has been broadcast- 
ting to Oman encouraging the 
revolt, 

Arms have been smuggled 
into Oman from the north. 
There is no precise information 
about where they came from. 
British mewspapers speculate 
about possible deliveries of 
arms from Saudi Arabia. It has 
been suggested by one observer 
that a group in Riyadh may 
have taken advantage of King 
Saud’s absence from the coun- 
try on holiday in Ethiopia in or- 
der to assist the Imam,

Mao on Contradictions 


Both Sekai and Chuo Koron 
carry full translations of Mao 
Tse-tung’s February speech on 
“contradictions,” as released in 
June by the New China News 

gency; and both magazines 
give it detailed, and largely 
favorable, commentary. At 
least two conclusions emerge 
from a reading of the com- 
mentary: that this ritual chan- 
ting of the word mujun, “con- 
tradiction,” as though the 
mere sound of it answered all 
questions, has been a very 
great demand on our patience; 
and that the commentators 
seem reluctant to force the 
issue when they come to touchy 
points. 


Mao admits, it will be re- 
membered, that there can be 
“contradictions” even ~ within 
the “socialist” state, but dis- 
tinguishes between contradic- 
tions in which the two opposing 
forces are the people and their 
enemies, and _ contradictions 
within the body known as the 
people. Contradictions in the 
socialist state belong of course 
to the latter variety. While, 
therefore, there can be certain 
contradictions, certain conflicts, 
between the people and the 
governm@nit, there can be no 
basic hostility, for the dictator- 
ship is of the people. The peo- 
ple are defined as those classes 
favoring and contributing to 
the socialist revolution. To 
them, certain liberties may be 
allowed; to their enemies, no 
liberties whatsoever, though the 
enemies are now to be reeducat- 
ed rather than purged. 


Mao’s distinction between 
contradictions and _  contradic- 
tions and his definition of “the 
people” meet with the acclaim 
of the Japanese commentators. 
In general, the speech is taken 
as evidence of the growing 
strength and confidence of The 
New China, and, for reasons 
not entirely clear, as a con- 
tribution to peaceful coexist- 
ence. When it comes to specific 
application of the principles, 
however, trouble begins, and 
the commentators sometimes 
fiee for shelter. 


What, for instance, of Hun- 
gary? If we may believe the 
United Nations report and take 
the Hungarian rising for the 
rising of a whole nation, then 
does it follow that, by Mao's 
definition, there were no “peo- 
ple” in Hungary? Hitoshi Ya- 
makawa, writing in Chuo Ko- 
ron, dodges by pointing out 
that conditions differ in different 
countries, and that Mao did not 
mean to be analyzing the in- 


ternal workings oof other 
socialist states. 
Prof. Shigeki Kaizuka, in 


Sekai, seems content to rest on 
the thought that contradictions 
within “the people” may under 
certain circumstances become 
contradictions between the peo- 
ple and their enemies. He im- 
plies rather strongly that the 
Hungarian contradiction was 
turned into a contradiction of 
this latter, darker variety by 
foreign instigators. He then 
runs for sunnier ground, and 
allows as how Mao’s address 
will be balm to those who felt 
aggrieved at the Chinese stand 
on Hungary. It is difficult to 
see why this should be so, since 
Mao in effect repeats earlier 
Chinese charges of a reactionary 
conspiracy in Hungary. 


One unanswered question, 
then, is this: who determines 
which of us are and which of 
us are not “people?” And does 
he have the right to read more 
and more of us out of the warm 
circle until, as happened in 
Hungary, no one is left but 
himself and his bureaucracy? 
Another question avoided by 
the commentators is this: why, 
now that the means of produc- 
tion have been _ socialized, 
should there be a need for an 
intensive reeducation campaign 
of the sort Mao proposes? 

It is very well to say, as our 
commentators do, that socialism 
in the Marxist sense does not 
promise an end of contradic- 
tions. In fact many of them 


have been promising precisely 
but these recriminations 
promises 


that; 


aside, “socialism” 
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nothing if it does not promise 
an end of bourgeois contradic- 
tions once the bourgeois eco- 
nomic organization is destroy- 
ed. Yet here we are being ask- 
ed to talk the people out of 
bourgeois inclinations even in 
a socialist state, and being told 
by implication that the inclina- 
tions will linger on if we do 
not. This is very puzzling, and 
not one of our commentators 
offers much help. : 

One feels dissatisfied with 
them, in the final analysis, be- 
cause not one of them suggests 
that the whole distinction be- 
tween contradictions and con- 
tradictions might possibly be 
nonsense. The discussion would

have been far livelier and more 
stimulating if someone in one 
of the two magazines had said 
something like this: “Oh, come 
off it. If people dislike their 
government, they dislike their 
government; and it helps very 
little to say that disliking their 
government and disliking their 
government are not the same 
thing.” | 

Or someone might have said 
this: “Mr. Mao, sir, you now 
tell us that there will always 
be contradictions, that contra- 
dictions are the very life of the 
dialectic. Can we really be sure, 
in spite of your neat distinc- 
tion, that the contradictions we 
are letting ourselves in for now 
are not far worse than the ones 
you tell us we are escaping?” 
There was a time, and perhaps 
it will come again, when we 
could have expected questions 
of this sort from at least Chuo 
Koron. 

The other great event in the 
“socialist” world, the shake-up 
in the Soviet Union, came too 
late to receive much attention 
in the August magazines. In 
a hastily thrown together piece 
for Chuo Koron, Rinjiro Hara- 
ko of the Jiji News Service gen- 
erally accepts the theory that 
the anti-Stalinist faction defeat- 
ed the Stalinist faction. He has 
doubts, however, about whether 
Malenkov and Shepilov, at least, 
are to be dismissed breezily as 
Stalinists, and to that extent 
suspects that a raw struggle 
for power, and not just matters 
of principle, may have played 
a part in the upheaval. He 
feels that Soviet developments 
strengthen the cause of peace- 
ful coexistence, though he has 
little to say on what the in- 
creased influence of the Red 
Army and the disappearance of 
collective leadership might im- 
ply.
